Members and employes who have been
weltering in the ill-ventilated halls of the
louse and Senste during the recent torrid
reather solely on account of the deadlock
ver the Fair appropristion saw signs of
peedy relief, and unless some mishap oc-
urs that eannot now be foreseen, Congress
iil adjourn sine die on Saturday after-
oon, orat farthest, in the early days of
ext week. Members generally are pack-
ng their gripsacks to flee on Saturdsy, al-
hough both Houses to-day extended the
ppropriations to cover August 10,

The Texans who refused to stay in the
sucus yesterday and gave notice that they
vould filibuster against the substitute Dur-
urow bill, which provided for an ap-
wropriation of £5,000,000 for the Fair, made

distressing failure to-day. A warch was
tolen upon them @t the outset, and they
vere defeated in their plans betore their
vits woke up.

LIGHTS TORNED OUT ON A CONVENTION

New YORK, Aug. 4—The Campsign
Committee of the Demoeratic National
Committee met this morning to organize
sub-committees and map out the work for
the campaign.

DEATH OF A CENTENARIAN.

William Reese, the Floneer Irom Mill
Bolider of Western Pennsylvania Grad-
ually Passes Awny at His Home In Bali-
var at the Age of 104 Years,

William Reese, the pioneer iron-mill
builder of Peonsylvania, and the oldest
rexident of Western Pennsylvania,died yes-
terday at his home in Westmoreland county
at the age of 104 years.

The deceased was widely known throuch-
out the Western counties of Pennsylvanis,
as he bere made his home for the last 80
years. His descendants extend to the fourth
generation, there being 2 number of sons,
dsughters, grandchildrea and great-grand-
children, over 600 in all. Jacob Reese, the
patentes of Philadelphia, Isanc Reess, a
well-known Pittsburg business man, and
Abram Reese, engaged in inventions in
Pittsburg, are sons of Mr. William Reese,
and emong his grandchildren are Miss
Keese, & bright newspaper writer, Charles
Heese, an illustrator and cartoonist engaged
in Pittsburg.

William Reess was born in Wales, June
14, 1788, and came to America some 60
years go, He was engaged in the iron
manufacturing business in Wales, snd u
his arrival in Peonsylvania began building
iron and steel milla During his business
career he erected some of the largest mills:
in Pennsylvania, and was the pioneer of
iron men in the Eastern part of the State.

During the last quarter of a century Mr.
Reese has not been engaged in business pur-
suits and made his home with his danghter
Rachel, in Bolivar, Westmoreland counnty.
The old gentleman had a remakably healthy
lite, #= he never epent a day in bed on ac-
count of illness. He has o in failin
health dering the last three months, al-
though his appetite remained good to the
Iast and he was able to partake of his food
with his usual regularity. The funeral ar-
rangements bave not been completed.

Members of the Amalgamated Assoclation
Do Not Like the Idea of Non-Dnlon
Men Being In the Mill of Spang, Chal-
fant & Co,

Success marks the operation of the plate
department in the works of Bpang, Chalfant
& Co. at Etoa.  All the furnaces are run-
ning full blast and the requisite number of
heats are being made. The members of the
Amalgamated Association do not seem to

take kindly to the change in af-
fairs, When  they  learned  that
the plate department was being

operated successfully they immediately is-
sued & call for a meeting. This ecall reads
as follows: “There will be a mass meeting
in Odd Fellows Hall on Thursdsy after.
noon. All the iron and steel workers of
Etna sre invited to attend. All working-
men come. By order of the committee. "

A representative of THE DISPATCH went
to Etna about 2 o'clock, the time set for
the gathering, and met several members of
the Amalgamated Association, who said
that the meeting was open to anyone, but
fore the meeting cemmenced several out-
siders were told to retire by Thomas Byers,
one of the Mill Committee. A visit to the
office of Spang, Chalfant & Co. revealed that
the plate mill crew had just finished their
lut.tut. The iron turned out is as good as
that made before the shut down.

Mannger Chalfant was seen coming to-
ward the mill, and when spoken to said:
“You have been through the mill. We do
not keep anyone out who wishes to go in.
The pgates are open, and we have
had no troublee The men are better
satisfied now than they were before,
and atter resuming operations Tuesday
over 50 uf bur old employes, and as many
strangers, asked for employment. They
were informed that at present there was no
work for them,” The entire puddling de-
partment is repaired and y to start al
any time, though no attempt has been made
to put it in operation.

e of the Amalgamated men was seen
later in the evening. In speaking of the
he said: **We had a good
meeting. President-elect Garland and
Vice President Sheehan, of the Amalgs-
mated fon, were present and
made stirring addresses to the men, about
200 of whom were in the hall. They
eautioned the men to stand together and
gaid they would undoubiedly win, Seere-
tary-elect Kilgallon was also present, and
warned the men not to use violence in
getting the workers now at work to cease
operations A vote was laken on the arbi-
tration question and that measure met with
unsanimous defeat.””

The Etna merchants complain of a dull-
ness in trade. Thev say their customers
are buying closer and some are confining
themselves only to necessities.

ﬁ;.m of themselves almost a complete
plant.

Immense sh with long, steel blades,
eut through the plates as euhy as ordinary
shears cut through paper, and extremely
thin plates are also produced. Automatie
tables are employed for raising and lower-
ing the plates in their p from one set
of rollers to the other, and automatic de-
viees for guiding them as they pass be-
tween the rollers or are taken Irom them.
So automatie is this process that, without
the sid of tongs or levers, the glowing
blocks move back and fo between the
rollers.

IMPROVEMENTS IN ALLEGHENY.

Streets Must Be Sewered Before They Wil

The Allegheny sub-committee on streets
and sewers had an interesting meeting last
evening, The question of the relationship
of sewering to paving oceupied considerable
sttention, and the commitiee put itself on
reeord as being opposed to the paving or re-
paving of an :t’red until after it & been
sewered and the sewer completed for at least
six montha -

There were bronght up about a dozen
ordinances for the repaving of minor streets
with vitrified brick, asphalt bloek or asphalt
sheet. The committes added in each case
the words ‘‘or other improved pavement,”
and recommended to the Commitiee on
Public Works soch ordinances as referred
tostreets already sewered. Chairman Paalin
said he t the committes ought not to
recommend paviog of any sireet where
the Dl'l!p!l:? ownars had not secured sewer-
age facilities. Mr. Heoricks thought it
ought to be made clear to the people that
’l’luy ’v’i‘::‘ petition for sewers befors asking
or L3

committee affirmatively recommended
an ordinance rrovid.in.- that no street shall
be repaved with improved pavement unless
already sewered or where the sewering can
be done In the rearalleys, and that no re-
paving shall be done until at least six
months after the sewering bas been com-
pleted,

Henricks on G-neral Improvements.

For large expenditares of money
for permanent improvements the issua of
bonds is the proper meshod, as it removes
the burden and distribotes it so that when
the time for payment comes, a larger xopua
Iation, a larger property valuation, and con-
sequantly larger tax receipts, and a sinking
funq, created by yearly smouis set aside,
are ready to meet the bonda

In connection with this question, I desire
to eall attentfon to several facts. One mill
tax yvearly will provide for an issue of §i,-
000, bonds, at 4 per cent interest, payable
in B0 ra. One and one-half mill ax will
provide for $§L0500,000 bonds, payable in 80
